Champion Funeral For Ernest Rhodes 


Ernest Rhodes, a former resident 
of Champion and district passed 
away in the Medicine Hat Hos¬ 
pital on Dec. 8, 1967, at the age 
of 81 years. 

He was born in Norton, England 
and came to Canada with his par¬ 
ents in 1907. He moved to the 
Champion district in 1919 where 
he farmed and operated a mine 
until 1941 when he moved to Hill- 
crest, later retiring to Medicine 
Hat in 1955. He was predeceased 
by one son Ernest in 1960 and his 
wife Alice in 1965.

One of the early pioneers of the 
Lomond district, Herbert Birkenes 
died at Vulcan on Dec. 13, 1967, 
at the age of 79. 

Born at Ferryville, Wisconsin, 
he came to Canada in 1908 and 
farmed in the Lomond and Cham¬ 
pion districts until retiring to 
Vulcan in 1958. 

Besides his wife, Mary, he is 
survived by four sons, Ronald, 
Turner Valley, Leonard, Calgary, 
Robert, Trail, B.C., and Victor, 
Lomond; nine grandchildren; two 
brothers, Martin at Innisfail and 
Olaf at Minneapolis; four sisters, 
Beatrice, Minneapolis, Lena, 
Chicago, Valberg, St. Paul, Minn., 
and Hattie, San Diego. He was 
predeceased by a sister, Sophia, in 
1965. 

Services were held at Central

A weekend blizzard brought the 
first real winter weather of the 
season to this part of the province 
last Saturday as heavy snow ac¬ 
companied by high, driving winds 
lasted most of the day and night.

On the subject of pheasant pro¬ 
duction as related to this area the 
biologists were asked if a spring 
survey of pheasant population 
could be taken here and it was 
felt this could and probably would 
be done. The visitors described the 
raising of hatchery pheasants as 
being largely unsuccessful and ex¬ 
pensive. It is estimated that 70 per 
cent of the birds that start the fall 


season are lost before the next 
spring either from shotguns or 
more often through natural causes. 
Hatchery t-iicls do not adapt to 
wi:id ;*»*• iu*t crt. ‘Jv.ir 
rate is high from natural causes 
alone. The average life span of a 
pheasant was described as 18 
months and it was of interest to 
learn that age of birds is deter¬ 
mined by lifting a dead pheasant 
by the lower beak. If it falls oft, 
it indicates a young bird while in 
a mature bird it will usually hold. 
The size of spur is another in¬ 
dication of the bird’s age. 

In discussing wild turkeys which 
were released some time ago in the 
Cypress Hills and the Porcupine 
Hills, the speakers reported good re¬ 
production in the former area and it 
was presumed the turkeys were 
also faring well in the Porcupine 
Hills although checking them was 


more difficult because of the 
terrain. A permit season was hejd 
this year of sage hens in the 
Cypress Hilts with good results. 

On rennet for a later season on 
elk the Biologists replied that they 
had hoped storms would hit the 
high country in the mountains 
early this fall forcing the elk 
down but that this did not hap¬ 
pen. Speaking about big game 
check points they said this had 
been discontinued through lack of

Let’s encourage those 
who have the enterprise to put up outside lights and 
decorations. The theft of light bulbs can only have 
the opposite effect of discouraging such enterprise. 

The co-operation of parents may not eliminate such 
thefts, but it should certainly help.

REPORT FROM PARLIAMENT HILL 


(Lawrence E. Kindt, M.P.) 

In all likelihood, the new Divorce 
Bill will be passed before the 
Christmas recess in Parliament. 
The terms of this legislation come 
very close to meeting everyone's 
point of view. The specific grounds 
for divorce have been widened to 
include not only adultery, but de¬ 
sertion, insanity, etc., but perhaps 
most important a general reason 
for divorce has been included, 
viz., "the complete and irreparable 
breakdown of a marriage.” 

For years, Canada’s divorce 
laws have not only been out of 
date, but have worked terrible 
hardships on many families. Under 
the existing law, the only grounds 
for divorce has been adultery, 
which had to be proven, and for 
years evidence has been openly 
fabricated to meet the requirments 
of the law. This has done much 
to bring the Courts and Justice in 
general into disrespect and dis¬ 
repute: a highly undesiroable 
situation. 

There are a few practical legal 
problems to be worked out in the 
terms of the divorce legislation, but 
the writer sees no real difficulty 


in this regard. For instance, at the 
moment, the Bill requires divorce 
actions to be held before a 
Supreme Court Judge. Now^ 
Supreme Court Judges t raved, 
around the Province and may 
"sit" on only one occasion in a 
certain area. This, of course, is 
perfectly all right for ordinary 
trials and lawsuits, but in the 
assessment of an "irreparable 
breakdown of a marriage,” a 
Judge may require several hear¬ 
ings over a period of time. 

This is our Centennial Christmas, 
and Canadians have so many 
things to be thankful for. Let us 
hope that we shall be able to meet 
our problems and remain a united 
country. If this can be achieved 
in the days ahead, Canada will 
become one of the greatest nations 
on earth.

During World 1 a Ladies Red 
Cross Group was formed under the 
energetic supervision of M r s.

Porter Rhodes took over with the 
Blind Creek Post Office followed 
in turn by Carseland, Arrowwood 
and lastly Mossleigh town. 

In 1917 the west end of the In¬ 
dian Reserve was sold by public 
auction in Gleichen. Soon the land 
was fenced, broken and settled. 
Those who came in then were: 
Thorssens, Pinkertons, Ballards, 
Milt Henry, Clyde Journey, Colin 
Park, A. J. Field, Pittmans, Brooks, 
»tan arid Bill WMU* fmd W. t>. 
Trego who experimented with 
corn peas and other crops. He also 
built a huge bank barn which 
later burned down. The Kilpatricks, 
the Detters and Gurtens were 
others. To the south were Tom 
Kelly, Hugh Leslie, Tom Barr, Bob 
Anton, Cecil Eaton, J. K. Miartin, 
Norman Gateman, Ed Hansen, 
Ernie Campbell who used to be 
foreman for Chris Bartch and Bob 
Beacome. Further south were Sep 
Washburn, Jake Egli, Tharles, 
McFarlands and many others. 

Before this sale Pat Burns, 
founder of Burns Ranching and 
meat packing plant leased this 
part of the reserve for cattle graz¬ 
ing. He hired cowboys as they 
were known in those days—Line 
Riders—to keep the cattle from 
straying on the 5 settlers’ crops. The

Highway 24 west from town and 
beyond Powell’s corner was a main 
artery trail which was well tra¬ 
velled by Indian bands visiting 
back and forth. 

Farming in those early days was 
done with horses and horse 
machinery. A few farmers used 
mules. Crops produced were mostly 
oats used for green feed, grain 
and seed. Straw stacks were com¬ 
mon sights in the fields and pro¬ 
vided winter feed and shelter for 
the stock. Yields were good on this 
new land. Wheat farming was not 
general until later years when 
newer strains such as Marquis 
were developed to suit our grow¬ 
ing season. Also it had to be haul¬ 
ed to Gleichen, a long trip with 
teams and wagons. 

In 1930 it was a great boom to 
tlTO lllUllL'l when the r a i l r oa d wa g 
finally completed from Arrowwood 
through. Mossleigh, Farrow and 
Herronton to join the main line 
at Blackie, and so we have the 
town of Mossleigh today. Build¬ 
ings went up quickly at this time 
with elevators, stores. Post Office, 
barber shop, hotel, lumber yard, 
bank branch etc. Added to this 
was a hall, church and a centraliz¬ 
ed school system and a curling 
rink. Among the first business 
people were Segal’s Store, Grand¬ 
ma Hurl’s, Troy Hardware, Hes- 
keth Meat Market, Harry Fred¬ 
rickson, Johnny Meyers and Swan- 
bys. Dave Nickol was hotel man 
and bank branch was operated by 
Ray Bishop, manager at Arrow- 
wood. The lumber yard was operat¬ 
ed by Carl Stafford and Sunshine 
Service Station by 9am Reid 
followed by McLean Brothers, 
Terasoff, Joe Flick and Art 
Brause. Hank Hughes and Niles 
Tweedle were our pioneer mechan¬ 
ics. Miles Hurl had the barber shop 
and Post Office, Gordon McDonald 
a machine shop and Irvine Daub 
the B.A. Service, later Peter Daube 
Service and Coffee Shop. Quon Kay 
Cafe, Fred Mohr, Alex’s Black¬ 
smith shop and Mrs. Strong’s 
boarding house were other busi¬ 
nesses. Elevator agents were Sam 
Reid, Roy Quennel, Lawrence 
Abernathy, Dan Beringer, Milt 
Powe, Neil Washburn, Earl Boss, 
Sam Slump, Bev Banks, Cecil 
Eaton and others to follow. 

One of the first teachers in the 
town was Rosema O’Neil who later 
married Niles Tweedle. And now 
I conclude this centennial narrative 
of Mossleigh history,

FIRE SAFETY 

Several weeks ago I was talking 
to Bob Johnston who is Vulcanfs 
Fire Chief, about rural fire pro¬ 
tection. He mentioned that Farm 
Fire Safety Inspection blanks had 
been distributed to a number of 
farmers in the Vulcan area: Hope¬ 
fully these inspection reports are 
being filled out by everyone who 
received them in the mail. It’s 
surprising how soon trash accumu¬ 
lates, dust gathers in switch boxes 
and wires fray. If anyone would 
like a copy of this check list we’ll 
be glad to send one to you or 
I’m sure Bob Johnston could round 
up some extra copies. 

Safety Rules for 

Handling Christmas Trees— 

Because we began this column 
on safety I thought it would be 
appropriate to review what P. D. 
McCalla, Supervisor of Horticul¬ 
ture says about Christmas trees. 
Mr. McCalla says a Christmas tree 
should remain safe for 10 to 14 
days after it has been brought into 
the house if the following rules 
are carried out 

1. Choose a fresh, green tree; 
not one whose , needles are already 
turning brown. 

Z Saw off the butt end of the 
tree at least one inch above the 
original cut. 

3. Keep the butt standing in 
water during the entire time that 
the tree is in the house, and re¬ 
fill the container each day. In¬ 
vestigations carried out by the 
Forest Products Laboratory of the 
U.S. Forest Service in Madison, 
Wis., indicate that water is a bet¬ 
ter fire deterrent than fire- 
retardant chemicals which often 
do more harm than good. 

4. Support the tree well, and 
make sure it is away from exits, 
fireplaces, radiators, television sets 
and other sources of heat. 

5. Never use lighted candles or 
any other type of open flame on 
or near a Christmas tree. 

6. Check electric lights and con¬ 
nections to make sure that the 
wires and cords are not worn: or 
frayed. 

7. Do not use combustible de¬ 
corations or inflammable refleetors 
for colored lights. Keep metal foil 
icicles and tinsel out of bulb 
sockets. 

8. Do not overload electric cir¬ 
cuits, allow wrapping paper to 
accumulate under the tree or place 
electrical toys under the tree.
